suffering which I experience 
and saw in Washington. 


WHY VIETNAM? 


Yesterday was a normal day 
here in Vietnam; we had a couple 
of battles with the Vietcong, and 
I lost a couple of good friends. 
However, the most important thing 
about yesterday was that I final- 
ly realized - that I didn't know 
why I was here. 


I was forcibly drafted last 
June, into the Armed Forces of 
the United States. I could not 
attend college like most of my 
friends, because I was too poor 
and could not afford it. In the 
beginning I could always give пу- 
self a half reason, like fighting 
Communism, for my being there. 


But as time went on I could no 
longer do this, and I had to face 


the fact ШЫН I didn't have а геа- 
son. I tried talking to my РОУ 
and other : friends, but they 

could not give me a reason, 


ere I was, fighting and kil- 
ling another people, and destroy- 
ing their property and villages,- 
and without even а reason. My mind 
and my conscience were fighting 
within my body to be free, and to 
get out of this people's land. I 
could no longer take this inhuman 
killing, I had to do something, 
but what? 1% was then that I re- 
alized that I had only one choice. 
It was a dangerous one, and 1 could 
easily be killed - but I had to 
try. had to run - and become a 
deserter. 


I decided to make my move at 
midnight on the following day, and 
50 I started to make plans. First, 
I would escape from my camp at Hue 
and go across the border into North 
Vietnam. Then I would go into China 
and then into Russia. In Russia I 
would make arrangements to travel 
to Sweden, and there I would be free 
since Sweden is a neutral country. 
It sounded too good to be true, 
knew something would go wrong, but 
I had to try. 


Midnight came fast the next 
day, and it soon became time to 
Ego. Т got out of my bed, and I pre- 
pared myself for my long trip. Get- 
ting out of the barracks was easy, 
but my biggest problem would come 
in climbing the fence. There it 
stood in front of me, 20 feet of 
interlocked wire, with a spiral of 
barbed wire on top. 1 was nearly 
on top of the fence before I was 
noticed by a guard. I could do

nothing else now, but to run. So 
I jumped those 20 feet, and made 
for the open country. I could now 
hear the cry of "deserter", back 
in the camp, but I did not stop -І 
could not. My heart was fighting 
within my body to keep going, when 
it happened. My body was ripped 
open by the burning steel of an Am- 
erican bullet. I lay there on the 
ground with that precious liguid of 
Don flowing from my veins, 0 God -

Yes, that is the story of how 
I was killed in Vietnam by a yankee 
bullet. My ghost still hangs over 
those blood filled rice paddies of 
Vietnam, but more importantly it 
hangs over the moratorium, and all 
anti-war demonstrations, and it will 
continue to do so my people - until 
there is peace in Vietnam.

Anthem Of Puerto Rico 


It is not known when the old 
melody titled La Borinquena was writ- 
ten, not is there any certainty as 
to who was the author. The earliest 
printed publications, which date from 
the late 19th century, attribute the 
score to the distinguished musician 
Don Felix Astol. The lyrics were writ- 
ten by a poetress from San German, 

Dona Lola Rodriguez de Tio, who placed 
such warm patriotic feeling in the words 
that the song was popularly acclaimed 
as the anthem of Puerto Rico. Before 
being played as an anthem, La Borin- 
quena was interpreted as a Danza, a 
musical expression of Puerto Rican 
origin that flourished in the second 
half of the 19th century when the re- 
gional personality of Puerto Rico 
became more clearly defined. 


La Borinquena is known and beloved 
іп many countries throughout the heme 
isphere.

RAMON BALDORIOTY DE CASTRO 
(1822-1889) 


Patriot, Writer, Abolitionist. Born 
in Guaynabo. Deemed by many historians 
to be one of Puerto Rico's greatest 
patriots. Schooled in San Juan Con- 
ciliary Seminary, followed by studies 
in Parin and Berlin, 1853. Became 
leading participant in Puerto Rico's 
twin struggle to abolish slavery and 
win improved political status. Dele- 
gate to Cortes, Cadiz, Spain, 1869. :
